ZANZIBAB, 
Jan. 
11.—Advices 
have 
been received from the interior that in 
October last, Mwanga, king of Uganda, 
plotted to destroy his entire body guard, 
his intention being to abandon them on 
an island in Lake Nyauza, where they 
would starve to death.' 


The guards, who 
had been fore- 
warned, refused to enter the oanoes, but 
returned to the capital and made an at- 
tack on Mwanga's palace. 
The king 
fled to escape the fury of the guards, 
and his brother, Eiwewa, was enthroned 
in his stead. 


Eiwewa appointed Christians to the 
principal 
offices. This enraged the 
Arabs, who murdered many of the Chris- 
tian officials and replaced them with 
Mahomedians. The Arabs burned the 
English and French mission stations 
and killed many converts to Christianiiy. 


The mission boat Eleanor, in which 
some of the persons who had been con- 
verted by the French missionaries were 
fleeing, was struck by a hippopotamus 
and sank. Five of the converts were 
drowned. The missionaries have reached 
Usambvio in safety. Mwanga is a pris- 
oner at Magu. He has appealed to the 
English missionaries for assistance. The 
Arabs have written to Missionary Mc- 
Kay, e a t i n g in their triumph and pro- 
pheefy"^ the extinction of all mission 
stations in central Africa in revenge for 
England's anti-slavery policy. 
They 
have proclaimed Unganda a Mahomedan 
kingdom.

The fun- 
erals of four of the victims, Thomas 
Jones, Charles Fretsch, Geo. Mason and 
Samuel Stringer, took place from their 
homes to-day.

NKW YORK, Jan. 1 1 . — I n their second 
annual report the inter state commis- 
sioners say that with roads affected by 
ocean competition, between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, the long and short haul 
clause has been fairly well obeyed. 
The commission insists it has no evi- 
dence, in spite of the railroad protests, 
that the law has been otherwise than 
beneficial to the roads. The abolishing 
unjust discriminations, no matter 
how it affects earnings, was for common 
juatice and public morality. The losses 
of 1888 were not due to the act. 
One 
cause was the "Q" strike. 


New and parallel lines materially in- 
jured, the net revenues and rate wars 
have been very serious. Th«|r however 
were not the result of the act. 
The 
poA er to out rates, it is declared, should 
taken from subordinates, and re- 
sponsible officers should be charged 
with all the rate making. The pay- 
ments of commissions to obtain business 
depk»red, and congress will be asked 
by the commission to take cognizance of 
this pmiicular evil.

Some twenty years ago Hibler was a 
young man employed at the Bass Foun- 
dry and Machine works. 
He was then 
a tall, well-proportioned young fellow 
and by chance met a widow, who owned 
a piece of land south of the oity, near 
Koehler's brick yard. 


Hibler, the story goes, wanted the 
property in his name, but his wife, who 
had children by a former husband, re- 
fused to relinquish her 
title. 
Hibler 
drank to excess and the couple used to 
quarrel. 
In one of these sprees Mrs. 
Hibler was shot by Hibler. 
She was 
taken to the hospital and died. The 
supposition was that the man killed her 
in another quarrel about the property, 
and a jury of his peers sentenced him to j 
prison for life. 
j 


Hibler maintained then and has ever ! 
since, that the shooting was accidental, j 
In handling a shot gun with the uncer- 
tainty of a man in liquor, it was dis- 
charged with the fatal effects noted. 


In time people came to view Hibler's 
punishment as excessive and signed ap»- 
pHcations for his pardon. 
He was kihd 
to all Fort Wayne visitors at the prison, 
and rarely let them depart without a cane 
or some token of his friendship. His 
conduct, too, has been without reproach 
and this is a great point when it is known 
that he has served eighteen years inside 
the prison walls. 


He has only one son, Louis Hibler, jr., 
living here. 
He was raised in the Koeh- 
ler family and is now a young man. His 
brother Barney Hibler, also resides here 
and the captive will receive a royal wel- 
come. 


What emotions must fill a man's heart
